The estimates of the Department of Education for 
1925-26 amounted to fZ. 107,373, conpared with €E. 103, CSC 
for the previous year* The increase is accounted for 
mainly by the normal increments to the salaries of the 
administration and tep-ching personnel. * 

2. . Goring to the extension of the course at the 
lien 1 s Training College there was no graduating class 
this year. The full secondary course is now provided, 
anfl the College consists of a fourth-year and a 
third-year class, each in two divisions, and of a 
second-year class which attends the Rashidiva day school. 
The number of students non under contract to become 
teachers is 59, and the number of fee-paving and other 
students not on contract is 21. 

3. The graduating class from the Women’s Training 
College consisted of 17 students. Sixteen of these 
passed the * qaalifying examination, and will receive 
their diploma on the completion of one year’s 
practical work* 

> 

Hie number of students noi" in the College is 54, 
of whom 40 are on contract to become teachers. These 
receive free board and tuition. The remainder pay fees.

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4. Financial considerations again prevented the 
progressive expansion of elementary village education 
according to the scheme vrhich ceased to operate after 
the year 1922-23. No addition therefore has been made 
to the total number of schools, but a few new schools 
have been opened in place of others closed owing to 
unsatisfactory attendance. 

The system by which villages erect and maintain 
school buildings remains in force. The total number 
of such schools is 266, of Tr hich 10 are for girls. 

5. The accomodation in town schools remains 

# 

insufficient for the needs of the population, more 
particularly of the ifoslen community, and it is 
impossible to satisfy the growing demand for education. 
The number of elementary town schools is 46, of which 
27 are for boys and 19 for girls. 

Elementary education is free, except in the 
liamuniya Girls’ School, Jerusalem, where a yearly fee 
of PT.15C is charged. Here too 25$ of free places are 
allotted t/b poor pupils. 

Books and materials not on charge of the schools 

are sold to those v/ho can afford to buy them, except 

/ 

in village schools where the distribution is free. 

6. The number of students attending Government 
secondary classes is 247. °he chief obstacle to 

progress in this direction still lies in the fact that

most of the teachers possess only elementary 
qu-alifications-. 
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Ifore attention has been given to the teaching 
of science in the secondary sections. 

The yearly fees charged in secondary sections 
are: first year class, PT.150, second year, PT.200, 
third year, P' 7 ’.250, fourth year, PT.300. 

Of those students at the Hen's Training College 
” r ho are not on contract, boarders nay IX.18, and day- 
students £E*3‘per annum; all students subscribe towards 
ganes and library. At the Aomen's Training College, 
except for those on contract, for rhon no fees are 
charged, the annual fee is EE.2L. 

7. The revised elenentary syllabus vrhich vas put 
into operation in Government schools last year mas 
confirmed and nrinted in English and Arabic. Kany of 
the loss qualified teachers find it somewhat exacting, 
but it has raised the aim, if not universally the.

8, In Government schools, where all or nearly all 

the pupils use Arabic as their mother-tongue, the language 
of instruction is Arabic throughout. In higher 
eleiientr.ry and secondary schools, and in the ^raining 
Colleges, English is taught as a foreign language 
through its 6mn medium. 

The quality of the teachers of English, all of 
rrhon are Palestinians, remains unsatisfactory, but some 
improvement in the results obtained has been observed,

service of the Department at institutions other than

A Tr onan student has been 
sent this year to the American University of Beirut for 
the three yoars course leading to the B.A. degree. 

Of four monen students sent previously to the Elementary

Zionist Executive book-binding and carpentry are part 
of the curriculum, whilst gardening is taught in 
almost all in connection *' r ith nature study. 

The Jewish Technical Institute at Haifa is 
rapidly developing and no r - contains LL students, 
while about 150 skilled Tif cr):nen attend evening courses. 
In general there is a proving tendency among the 
Jewish community to provide facilities for technical 
instruction by means of special evening courses for 
employees and workmen. 

The School of leaving for girls at Bethlehem, 
conducted by the Catholic T oner’s League continues 
to do satisfactory work on a small scale. 

An agricultural school for rr onen vr&s opened 


by the \onen ? s Zionist Organisation at I j ahala1 

settlement near Haifa. The Agricultural School of 

the Alliance Israelite Unr.verselle at i ikveh Israel 

continues to prosper, and nov contains lhu students.

English is taught in all, and Trench in a Jewish 

higher elementary or secondary to T -Ti schools, vrhile Arabic 
is included in the syllabus of Jewish training colleges 
and secondary schools. The admission of immigrants from 
various countries into the secondary classes has 
caused difficulties in the teaching of modern languages, and 
the standard of English is generally lo^. In the old- 
fas’iioned Orthodox schools, mhich impart a religious 
education exclusively, Yiddish is still the 


language of instruction.

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Immigration has largely increased ghe number 
of Jewish pupils, and the total attendance at the end 
of 1925 in Jewish schools was 25533 as compared with 
1 9725 in 1924, i.e. an increase of 5808. About 
twenty independent kindergartens were opened. n he 
Zionist Executive has also opened two model kindergartens 
used for the training of women teachers. Owing to the 
increase in population, accommodation in most Jewish 
schools is inadequate, but new buildings have been 
constructed, as far as funds permitted, by the 
Zionist Executive and the Township of Tel-Aviv. In 
some of the new Jewish settlements schools are 
temporarily accommodated in wooden huts. 'The effect 
of the influx of immigrant children on the local 
element, and on school and class organisation, is a 
problem receiving the attention of the authorities 
concerned. 

The new Hebrew University was formally 
inaugurated by Lord Balfour on April 1st. It contains

institutes of /Biochemistry, Jewish studies, and 
Microbiology (one section). Institutes of Mathematics 
and of the Natural History of Palestine are in course

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14. In the schools of foreign missionary bodies., 
or under foreign national auspices, the language 
of instruction is English, Trench, Italian, German, 

Greek or Armenian, as the case my be; but Arabic 
and English are taught in nearly all. 

Owing to financial stringency two of the 
schools under the Church ’fissionary Society have been 
closed. On the other hand some schools of a German 
Protestant Society closed since the war have been 
reopened. 

The Jerusalem Girls' College, formerly known 

• I * 

as the Dritjsh High School for Girls, has been 
transferred to its own new building-. It prepares 
students for the Oxford and Cambridge certificate 
examinations, and contains a department for the training 
of elementary teachers. 

A full secondary course for boys is now 
provided in the St.George's School and in the English 
College, both in Jerusalem, and at the Scots College, 

Safad. The last two institutions offer also higher 

courses of study leading to the external examinations

of London University. At Bishop Gobat's School, Jerusalem, 
a three-year secondary course is provided. 

15. Absence of funds still confines the system 
of grants-in-aid to those non-Governnenfc schools 
offering an elementary or secondary education; schools 
which provide religious or purely technical instruction 
only, or which fail to attain the standard of Government 
elementary schools are ineligible. Chit of a

23893 pupils, on a per capita basis of about PT.22.

Five candidates were successful 
in matriculation, one in Intermediate Arts, and one 
in Intermediate Science (Economics), 

The intermediate and final examinations of the 
London Association of Accountants veve also 
conducted in Jerusalem on behalf of that body, and 
one candidate passed the final examination. 

17. The original proposal regarding tho Aadoorie 
bequest has been slightly modified. The present 
project is to divide the bequest, amounting approximately 
to ;1E. 120,000, into t*'o equal portions, and to expend 

it on two agricultural schools, one for Jews in the Forth 
of Palestine, the other for Arabs, probably at ^ulharem. 
Only a part of the total sun in each case will be 
expended on building and equipment, the remainder being 
set aside to provide endowment funds.
